“Personally { am -a public owner- 
ship man,"' said Mr, Coates, ‘and am 
not here as a franchise hunter, but if 
the council desire a proposition of this 
kind, we are prepared to meet. their 
wishes, and (o take up a franchise for 
a shorter term than is laid down in the 
offer they have had before them. The 
syndicate which I represent make & 
specially of constructing gas plants 
for municipalities, but willsbe.well. aat- 
isfied to take up a franchise."'

Mr. Coates was a pupli of Lord Arm- 
strong in the works at Newcastle on 
Tyne, and during his active career as 
a civil engineer, his firm have shipped 
no fewer than 34 complete gas works 
to Australia and New Zealand, and 
supplied .expel managers for their 
works. Mr, Coates was president and 
manager of the Ottawa Gas Co. for fif- 
teen years, and Is an ex-president of 
the Ottawa board of trade. 

Mr. Coates was very reticent as to 
the proposals of his company, explain- 
ing that as he understood that the 
council had already come to-an agree- 
ment with another company, he did not 
want to interfere. When he learned 
the present oondition-of the gas sssue 
here, however, he ventured .to express 
himself more fully as to the details of 
the. proposals. 

The capitalists who are laying the 
present proposals before the council, 
he said, are Samuel Butler, a well- 
known gas plant manufacturer of Lon- 
don, England, Mr. Gibbons, the largest 
gas retort manufacturer in Great Brit- 
ain, Wililam Parkinson of Parkinson & 
Cowan, gas governors and station me- 


ter manufacturers, Samuel Spencer, 
of the large manufacturing firm of 


Wednesbury, and Mr, Charles Hunt, 
C.E., who will acl as ehief consulting 
engineer. It was Mr. Hunt who con- 
tributed largely to the success of the 
Birmingham municipal gas works. In 
the event of the city entering into an 
agreement with the company, Messrs 
John Coates and Co. will inspect and 
ship the plant, acting as Canadian 
‘agents for the firm.

In the event of the council deciding that the committee of the 
whole council shall carry on the investigation, Mr. Biggar would 
make no statement as to what his next course of action would be.

McCaul, appearing in an advisory capacity to the city solicitor, 
stated that he and the city solicitor had agreed that certain papers 
should be issued and others enlarged upon and for that reason an 
adjournmen‘ would be necessary before the regular investigation 
could be pgocerded with. Mr. McCaul then proceeded to outline the 
course of procedure which the committee should in his opinion fol- 
low. Mr. Biggar agreed to the most important points’ of: Mr. Mc- 
Caul’s argument and it was ultimately decided to hold a session this 
afternoon, when the evidence of C. V. Biswanger, former superin- 
tendent of the street railway department, will be taken.

The first consignment of $50,000 
worth of well-boring machinery to be 
shipped to the Fort McMurray coun- 
try during the spring, by the Fort 
McMurray Oil and Asphalt Co., left the 
cily on Friday and Saturday of last 
week, when twenty teams, carrying a 
portion of the three carloads of ma- 
chinery which are required for the sea- 
son's operations, set out for the north, 

Two complete well-boring outfits 
Will be shipped during the next few 
weeks, and early in June well-boring 
operations will be commenced at Fort 
MeMurray. On May 23, A, Violette, 
manager of the,company, will leave Ed- 
monton for the north, Sixteen men will 
be employed on double shifts, working 
night and day throughout the four 
months er more during which boring 
operations are made possible. This 
morning Mr. Violette expressed confi- 
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dence that before the close of the sea- 
son, oil in abundant quantities would 
be struck at Fort McMurray, He has 
prospected in the north country for the 
past four years, and the existence of oil 
in large quantiles in the district which 
his company proposes to develop, is 
undoubted in Mr. Violette’s opinion. 

Two other wellboring oulfits will be 
at work in the distriet of Fort MeMur- 
ray during the coming summer, The 
Northern Exploration Co,, in which Lt. 
Gov. Bulyea is largely interested, will 
commence operations at an early date, 
and machinery for this enterprise is 
how being shipped north, A Vanecou- 
ver syndieate is also preparing to drill 
for oil.

The Intercolonial 
Should Be Extended 


To Prairie Provinces 
If the dispatches from Ottawa are to be interpreted to mean 
what they say Mackenzie & Mann are to receive a guarantee 
from the Dominion to the extent of $35:000,000 for the purpose of 
connecting up their western lines at Port Arthur with the Dominion 
government's Intercolonial line at Montreal, and for this loan of 
credit the Dominion receives nothing but the routing of the traffic 
gathered by the C. N. R. in the west over the Intercolonial. 

Judged by comparison with other railway deals which Do- 
minion governments, conservative and liberal, have entered into, it 
cannot be said that the C. N. R. deal is a bad deal. Certainly it is 
an infinitely better deal than the old conservative government made 
with the C. P. R., the consequences of which, with its exemption 
clauses and its broad powers, still overshadow the west like a pall. 
And it is a better deal than that made by the liberal government with 
the G. T. P. in the respect that it specifically sets the Dominion’s 
liability at the figures of the guarantee instead of at the cost of con- 
struction, as was the case with the National Transcontinentab| 
while it has the additional wisdom—a wisdom undoubtedly attribut- | 
able to George P. Graham,—that it prevents the paralleling of ne 
Intercolonial. But it cannot be said that this deal fulfils the hopes, 
the ambitions or the wishes of the west. 

If the Dominion is to lend the credit upon which the road that 
will connect the Intercolonial with the west is to be built, why should 
not the. Dominion own the road? 

Why should the Dominion government lIend to Mackenzie & 
Mann the credit on which they will finance the construction of a 
railway which is to be the natural complement of the Dominion’s 
Intercolonial ? H 

Why should MacKenzie & Mann enter.into this deal at all? 

Why should not the Dominion, if it is going to finance the road, 
build the road, and thereby bring the Intercolonial into the wheat 
fields of the west, furnishing the C. N. R.,, or any other railway, a 
connection at Winnipeg, if they want it, or at Port Arthur, if that 
suits them better, and supplying to the western provinces for all 
time a government-owned and government-operated road which 
would effectually regulate traffic rates to the Atlantic seaboard, not | 


only on the government road, but on the Canadian Pacific and the | 


Grand Trunk Pacific as well? 
While westerners as a whole: and particularly the grain ment 
of the prairies, are inclined to look with favor on government owner- | 


ship of railways, one government after another at Ottawa has taken 
the ground that government ownership is a dangerous experiment 
and the Intercolonial has been pointed to as an instance in which it 
is claimed that government ownership has failed. 

But by the construction of the Hudson’s Bay railway as a gov- 
ernment enterprise the government has relinquished any right to use 
this argument, for could not any argument urged against the exten- 
sion of the Intercolonial from Montreal to Winnipeg be urged with 
greater force against the construction of the government railway 
from The Pas to the, Bay? 

The greatest argument advanced against the Intercolonial is 
that it is a monument of mismanagement, but this is not an argu- 
ment against government ownership but an indictment against the 
management which the Intercolonial has received. Once get this 
road into the west and the mismanagement would certainly dis- 
appear, for when the farmers of the prairie provinces came to recog- 
nize that the freight on their wheat to seaboard was regulated by 
the efficiency of the government road, inefficient management would 


not last.

Not 
only is it used in enormous quantities for paving purposes 
and for building construction, but also for piling, tanks, 
bridges, roofs, flooring, certain types of boats and barges, such 
vast engineering undertakings as tunnels, subways, irriga- 
tion and reclamation projects, the modern monolythic house, 
tree preservation, ornamental concrete, a hundred domestic

2. A permit shall remain tu force dur-

year, 

3. Ona change of ownership of a regis- 
tered Motor Vehicle the permit shall go 
With the Vehtele and notice of such ehange 
of ownership) shall) within’ twenty-four 
hours be sent by the person to whom such 
permit was issued to the Department of the 
Provinelal Secretary together with the full 
name and address of the purchaser and the 
tis shall forthwith pay the transfer 
ee. 

4. A number corresponding to that of 
the permit shall be exposed only upon the 
Motor Vehtcle in respect of which the per- 
mit was Issued. 

5. A permit nay be issued to a manu- 
facturer of or dealer in Motor Vehicles 
upon payment of the fee hereinbefore pro- 
vided, which sald permit shall apply to any 
Motor Vehicle which said manufacturer or 
dealer may from time to time, during the 
term of the said permit hold for sale and 
not for private use or hire. 

6. Such permit may be renewed from 
year to year upon the terms set out in Sec- 
tion thereof. 

If for any reason any permit issued 
as aforesaid shall lapse or not be required, 
the Provincial Secretary may, at any. time, 
cancel any permit issued as aforesaid.

He thought that the evidenee before 
the committee should be taken under 
oath in order that there would be no 
question as to the legality of the ae- 
tion of the committee. As an advisor 
to the committee he wonld reeommend 


thal the case be heard through to a 
conclusion and that the committee 
then report the result of the same, 


with a copy of the evidence submitted 
and their report, to the city council 
with a recommendation as to what 
procedure should be followed by that 
body. The commissioners were not 
on trial. It was merely an investiga- 
tion, but for the benefit of all concern- 
ed, evidence should be taken under 
oath, in order that the action would be 
earricd on in a proper manner, The 
committee's report should be consid- 
ered at a regular meeting of the coun- 
cil and that body could then act on 
the findings of its committee as it 
saw fit. 

Mr. MecCanl then went on to point 
out that as this was merely an investi- 
gation and not in the strict sense a 
trial, that there should be no attempt 
on either side to go into technicalities, 
It would only prolong the investigation 
and could result in no good to either 
of the parties concerner, Everyone 
connected with — the investigation 
should be given a fair and impartial 
hearing, the same as they would get 
in a court of law.
